POPULAR GARDENING AND FRUIT 
GROWING. 


The Propagation of Grape Vines by Cet- 
tings, Layerings aad Graftings—A Bome- 
what Novel Mothod of Rooting Vines Is 
Described with flustration. 


Tho easiest and most simple modo of 
propagating the grape vine is by cuttings 
planted in the open ground. It can be 
successfully followed with the majority 
of the Labrusca and Cordifolia varieties 
and a few of those from the stivalis, 
although the latter will not take root 
readily and had better be propagated by 
layering and grafting. 

To layer a vine the usual mode con- 
sista in shortening in tho canes of the 


last @eason’s growth to about one-half | 


their length; then, early in the spring, 
prepare the ground by thoroughly pul- 
verizing it, Make asmall furrow, bend 
down the cane and fasten it firmly with 
wooden hooks or pegs. Canes tmnay be 
left thus till the young shoots have grown 
from six to twelve inches, then fill up 
around them with fine eoil. Canes thus 
layered will generally strike roots at 
every joint,

ROOTING GRAPE VINES. 

The advantages of grafting the vine 
are the facility by which new varieties 
may be rapidly increased by grafting on 
healthy old vines; the short time in 
which fruit can be obtained of new va- 
rietios; the facility by which vines of 
worthless varieties can be changed into 
valuable bearing vines; and fast, the 
propagation of varieties that will not 
prow readily from cuttings. The vine, 
however, does not graft with the same 
ease as the apple and pear, and to 
secure success it is usually grafted below 
the ground. In the accompanying cut 
is illustrated asomewhatoriginal method, 
vouched for by a correspondent in 
Rural New Yorker, who has grafted 
with success grape vines in the way here 
illustrated. He takes a scion with three 
buds and whip grafts it on a cane 
that he lays on the ground with two 
buds in the ground and one out of it, as 
seen at Fig. L. Of course this is not for 
professionals, they have propagating 
houses; but amateurs may find it useful. 
Another way suggested by the same 
correspondent is shown at Fig. 2. String 
four inch flower pots on a cane, leaving 
one or two buds between the pots. Fill 
the pots with soil; keep it moist, Cutin 
July and each will have roots. The pots 
must be tied toa post and may rest on 
nails in a post.

Grafting the Cherry. 

Professor Budd, of Iowa, in a recent 
bulletin states that he succeeds in graft: 
ing the cherry, provided the buds of both 
scion and stock have equally star’ od in 
spring, soasto show the points of the 
embryo leaves, This applies to root 
grafting, 
cellar, Ile succeeds in this way with 
over 90 per cent, He advises when the 
work is deferred until the buds on the 
stocks are well started that the scions 
should be about equally advanced, and 
that in late spring grafting he has failed 
almost entirely withscions kept dormant. 
The Country Gentleman says: In our 
own experience sith grafting stocks in 
the ground where they grew, we have 
found jt vitally important to do the work 
very early —before the buds of both stock 
and graft have in the least swollen; and 
have aot lost one in tifty when grafted 
before the snow had all disappeared.

GARDENING FOR PROFIT. 


 Polate to Ne Obeerved bp Market Gardeners 
| Who Desire Remanerative Results. 
| The situation and laying out of a truck 
_ garden isa matter of importanee. When- 
ever possible @ level spot should be 
| selected, but if there be any slope ict it 
be to the south. Shelter is of great im- 
portance in producing early cropa, and 
if @ position can be found where the 
| wind is broken off by woods or hills to 
the north or northwest, such a position | 
would be very desirable. In the absence 
of @ natural protection, forcing and 
framing grounds ought to be protected 
| with high board fences or other device. 
| The must convenient shape of a garden 
| is square or oblong form. If square, 
| Peter Henderson advises that a road | 
| 


twelve feet wide be made through tho 
center, intersected by another road of | 
similar width. But if oblong, one road | 
of the saine width running through the 
center in a plot will be sufficient. 

The variety of soil most valued by | 
market garde ners is an alluvial saline 
deposit, overlaying a subsoil of sandy 
loam. A lighter soil, in which sand 
predominates over the loam and laying | 
| on a subsoil of pure sand, is admirably | 
adapted to melons, cucumbers, sweet | 
potatoes, radishes and tomatoes, but | 
would be almost useless for growing | 
onions, cabbages or celery. Tho least | 
valuable soil for vegetables is a clayey | 
loam under which is a subsoil of stiff , 
bluish clay. With a subsoil of this de- | 
scription it is almost useless to attempt | 
to grow early vegetables for market 
purposes. Efficient drainage, either | 
natural or provided, with careful pre- 
paration by plowing and harrowing, and 
judicious and plentiful manuring, will | 
render fertile enough to produce good | 
crops almost any soil. 

Manure is an indispensable factor of | 
success in market gardening and must 
be applied in larger quantities than in 
any other branch of agriculture. Stable 
manure is a complete fertilizer, and is, 
of all, the most to be relied upon by tho | 
market gardener. Peter Henderson, in 
his Gardening for Profit, says the 
manure of horses is most valued as con- 
sidered weight for weight, worth about 
one-quarter more than that of cows or 
hogs: on stilf soils it is of much more | 
benefit as a pulverizer. Cow manure, | 
which is not so subject to loss by heating | 
as is horse manure, is considered by | 
Oensler (southern authority on truck 
farming) as more valuable than that of 
the horse, particularly when the cow has | 
had nutritious food.. Next to barn yard 
manures wood ashes is one of the most 
valuable of homie fertilizers. Numbered | 
with most desirable fertilizers of com- | 
merce are Peruvian guano, bone dust, 
dried blood fertilizer and the various 
brands of superphosphates, | 

All truck gardeners must be well sup- | 
| plied with cold frames and hot beds. 
The first are profitably used for preserv- 
| 


ing cauliflower, cabbage and lettuce 


plants during the winter and forwarding | 


lettuce and cucumbers in spring and 

summer, Cold frames are also used by 
| some for sowing the seeds of cauliflower, | 
cabbage and lettuce, instead of hot beds. | 
The boxes or frames used by Henderson | 
| are siraply two boards running parallel 
/and nailed to posts to secure them in | 
line. The one fer the back is 12 or 18 | 
inches wide and that for the front 7 or 8 | 
inches, The length of the box or frame | 
is regulated by the position in which it | 
is placed. The sashes should face, when 
possible south or southeast. 


The Cosmos and Pyrethrum.
